SIZE OF INVASION AREA 

The methods and tactics of war- 


fare depend greatly on the space 
in which battles are fought. Both 


the Russian front, from Petsamo to | 


the Black Sea, and the European 
west coast, from the northern tip of 
Denmark to the Pyrenees, are 
roughly from fifteen hundred to 


eighteen hundred miles long, but | 


the country east of the Russian 
front line is thousands of miles 
deep, and the distances to Germany 
}ere from three hundred to nine 
hundred miles. On the other hand 
distances between the central part 
of the western front and the Ger 
man borders vary from seventy-five 


|to roughly three hundred miles 


This necessitates two entirely dif 


ferent types of warfare. Victories | 


like those in the Russian winter 
campaign of 1942-43 in the Caucasus 
and the Donets Basin can be won 
more easily where vast spaces force 


the defender to thin out his lines | 


and give the attacker room for large 
and sweeping break-throughs and 
lanking movements. These possi 
hilittes exist to a much lesser de 


gree where the space is smal! and | 


the defending forces fight in deep 


crowded lines But these latter | 


areas provide a special advantage 


which is highly significant at the | 


present stage of the war where the 
Allied production of weapons and 
planes has an edge over the Axis 
output Battles in such territory 
draw much more on both the at 
tacking and defending forces and 
lead to the destruction of much 
| Valuable equipment concentrated in 
gZreat quantities in a sma!! area. The 
Allies today, in spite of their trans 
portation problems, cam stand this 
strain more easily than can the 
Germans 

This is one of the reasons why 
large-scale Allied offensives in the 
west, with superior air support, will 
have a decisive effect upon German 
strength and make it increasingly 
difficult for Hitler's armies to fight 
an intensive two-front war for any 
length of time 


FEINT OPERATIONS 

As already pointed out, deceiving 
actics are of great importance be 
ause they alone can lead the enemy 
to commit strategic and tactical 
crrors anG are apt to keep down 
our own iosses. Feinting tactics are 
daptable for use in various fields 
Intensive bombings of a certain 
kind might induce the enemy to 
expect large-scale attacks in a sec- 
tor where no such attack is planned 
In other sectors where the enemy 

likely to expect attacks only 
after violent bombardmen! from the 
alr, such atiacks migh' be under 


Important positions and installa 


However, the enemy can be deceis 
ed by anti-aircraft batteries firing 
from an unimportant area equipped 
with fake installations, thus protect 
ing real targets located near by 
Important well-identified enemy 
objectives, gun positions, and cam 


ouflaged landing grounds should | 


not be attacked before the time for 


| decisive action has come; otherwise 
|the enemy will be able to transfer 
\them, under careful camouflage, to 


other points where they might not 
be found again 

Feint attacks should preferab|s 
take place at those points where at 
least secondary strategic objective 
can be reached, where the attack 


might lead unexpectedly to a real 


success, or where feint attacks can 
be combined with destruction of 
strategically important installations
